and in another letter of the ſame date, written 
to Lieutenant Colonel Showers) acknowledged 
to have been unfounded.

In 
conſequence of this information, I arranged my 
papers, and prepared to make a defence; on the 
27th inſtant, the Fort Adjutant brought me a 
ſecond crime the crime juſt now read by the 
Deputy Judge Advocate—and told me on that 
I was to be tried. Though well aware, Gentle 
men, that I can claim, as a right, to be. arraigned 
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on the. firſt charge only, yet conſcious of the 


rectitude of the motives which influenced my

much more prudent not at that juncture to 
acquaint you further than I did—my firſt and 

principal objett being all along to be the inſtru- 
ment of getting and cauſing you to return to 
poor Mrs, O' Halloran, whom 1 conſidered you

The pointed attention which Colonel Showers 


paid to Mrs. O'Halloran, did not ſtrike me, 
either before or after marriage, ſo forcibly as to 
give me any uneaſineſs; if ſuch had been the 
caſe before my union, it would undoubtedly 
have induced me to aſk an explanation from 
Miſs Bayly, and, if afterwards, to have deſired 
him to deſiſt viſiting at my houſe. On the tenth 
of December Colonel and Mrs. Showers gave a 
ball and ſupper; Mrs. O'Halloran and myſelf 
made part of the company; Mrs. Showers and 
Mrs. O'Halloran had that evening, after the 


company retired, as I afterwards learned, in the 


dreſſing-· room of the former, a molt violent dif- 
pute; that appeared to be one cauſe of the cala. 
mities which befel us, or at leaſt of the promul- 
gation of them.

Month, Mrs. . Showers went to Mr. Ledlie an *

with them. 

Mrs. O'Halloran and I were engaged to formal

- vious to our leaving town; from all theſe we 


received apologies, I was extremely ſurpriſed, 


but could not account for ſuch conduct. 


I went with Mrs. O' Halloran to an aſſembly, 
on New Xear's day, and obſerved, with aſtoniſh- 
ment, her female acquaintance ſludiouſly avoided 


ber. Rouſed at this, on my return from the 


ball-room, and repeatedly the-next day, L moſt 
carneftly conjured Mrs. O'Halloran to candidly 
explain to me the cauſe of her quarrel with Mrs. 
Showers, but could not prevail; though about 


three o'clock in the alternoon ſhe ſhewed me a 
letter from Mrs. Showers to her, expreſſing con- 


cern at having cauſed uncaſineſs to my mind, by

was Mrs. O'Halloran having taken the head of 
her table the night of ker ball; but as ſhe' was 
convinced Mrs, O' Halloran. did not mean to 
offend her, requeſted ſhe would think no more 
of it. I treated this letter with the contempt it 
appeared to me to deſerve, and the next morn> 
ing, the third of January, I called on Mr, 
Strettle, to enquire the reaſon of his wife's 
marked coolneſs to Mis.

til I ſhould be maſter of the ſubject. 
Mr. Strettle was very reluctant to gratify my 
wiſhes, but at length, after repeated intreaties, 
he conſented: He told me of the reports which 
were” prevalant, and. it was the knowledge of 
theſe which induced him haſtily to recall Mrs. 
Strettle from my houſe, and the next evening, 
when Mrs. O'Halloran: went to his houſe, to 
requeſt Mrs. Strettle:toiretire to her room and 
not ſee her. I accompanied Mr. Strettle to Mr. 


Ledlie's, who related to me the purport of Mrs. 


Showers's viſits, and repeated the ſtories ſhe had 
told him of Lieutenant Colonel Showers and 
Mrs. O' Halloran's criminal intercourſe. 

It occurred to me that it was poſſible to obtain 
ſome further information on this ſubje& from 
Mrs. Showers, and 1 haſtened to her houſe, 
where I ſaw her; but all my efforts were in 
vain; ſhe was too guarded in all her anſwers. 
I determined to return no more to Mrs. O' Hal- 
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loran ; and, if poſlible, to obtain five reparation 
ſor the unmerited injuries I had ſuſtained from 
Lieutenant Colonel Showers. For what paſſed | 
from that moment to the trial of Lieutenant 
Colonel Showers, at a General Court Martial, 


11 deſire that my evidence, as well as that of 


Meſlrs. Strettle and Anbury, may be reſerred 


to, and received by this Court; the firſt as a 


detail of circumſtances, and the other two as

A. My reaſons were founded upon a. letter, an 
copy of which was ſhewn to me by Mr. Ledlie, 
after Mrs. Strettle had left my houſe, a letter 
which he, (Mr. Ledlie) informed me was written 
by Mrs. O'Halloran to Colonel Showers, and had 
fome remarks underneath it in Mrs. Showers's 
hand-writing. The letter itlelf was ſuch as if the 
contents were true, impoſed a neceſſity on any. man 
in the community, inſtantly to withdraw his wife 
from the ſociety of a perſon who could have written 
fuch a letter as that purpoſed to be: and at all 
events it was ſuchaletter, as being communicated to 
me (lo unequivocally) that I could not plead igno- 
rance of the charge it contained. It therefore im- 
poſed a neceſſity upon me, whether the imputations 
it conveyed were true or falſe, to fend for my wife 
from the ſocicty into which ſhe had gone, till it was 
cleared whether it was true or falſe. yo 

It may be neceſſary to mention, that a few days 
before this, I dined at Mr. Ledlie's, in company 
with Mr. and Mrs. O'Halloran; I had been pre- 
viouſly very intimate with Mr. O'Halloran, and 
invited him and Mrs. O'Halloran to dine with me 
the next day, which they did; they invited us to 
dine with them on the day following, but Mr. Ledlie
